Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States, 
(e) The invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an intemational application by another who has fulfilled 
the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the 
applicant for patent 
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2. Claims 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sigwanz et al. 
(U. S. Pat. - 5,838,806). 

Regarding claim 16, Sigwanz et al. disclose a hearing aid comprising: an input signal 
channel (1, E, A) providing an input signal; a processor (2-5) adapted to: process the input signal 
according to a predetermined algorithm to generate a processed output signal, generate a first 
data set (VEl) representing a value or values of one or several predetermined hearing aid 
associated variable(s), writing the first data set to a first memory segment within the persistent 
memory device (5), generate a second data set (VE2) representing a value or values of the one or 
several predetermined hearing aid associated variable(s), writing the second data set to a second 
memory segment within the persistent memory device (5), selectively indicating the first or the 
second data set as a valid data setting a data variable value in a third memory segment (VAl-5) 
in the persistent memory device (5) as claimed. 

Regarding claims 17-18, Sigwanz et al, fiirther disclose the hearing aid, wherein the 
persistent memory device is a serial EEPROM (col. 2, lines 14-19) as claimed. 

Regarding method claims 1-15 and 19-22 are similar to claims 16-18 except for being 
couched in method terminology; such methods would be inherent when the structure is shown in 
the references.
